WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—Repeal 
of the semi-luxury tax clause in the 
War revenue bill signed Monday 
night by the President, was pro- 
posed in a resolution approved today 
by the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee and later introduced by 
Chairman Kitchin. The clause pro- 
vides for a tax of 10 per cent. after 
May 1 on wearing apparel and 
many other articles costing above 
specified sums. 

Mr. Kitchin announced that he 
would call up the resolution tomor- 
row for passage by the House. Quick 
action on the measure is expected, 
with House leaders hopeful that the 


Senate will act before adjournment 
next week. 

During the meeting of the Ways 
and Means Committee, it was sug- 
gested that the 10 per cent. tax on 
furs should be repealed, particularly 
in its application to those of lower 
cost. No unanimous agreement 
could be reached, however, and no 
recommendation was made. 

Physicians, dentists, druggists and 
manufacturers or dealers who sell 
|or administer narcotic drugs are re- 
‘quired under the new revenue bill 
to register and pay license taxes to 
revenue collectors within the next 
thirty days. This amendment of 
the Harrison Narcotic Drug Act also 
taxes opium, cocaine and derivatives 
or medicines containing these, at 
the nominal rate of 1 cent an ounce, 
and makes it illegal to sell drugs 
not bearing revenue stamps. 

AID NARCOTIC FIGHT. 


Manvfacturers, importers and 
wholesalers hereafter will be com- 
Ppelled to make monthly reports. 
These new legal provisions are re- 
garded as police measures by 
which revenue officers hope to wage 
a much stronger fight against nar- 
cotics. 

Income tax-payers, both corpora- 
tion and individual, will be granted 
forty-five days from March 15 for 
filing complete tax returns if they 
notify collectors in writing they 
cannot complete their returns by 
that date. Announcing this last 
night, the Internal Revenue Bureau

Employers who paid salaries to 
employees temporarily in govern- 
ment service may deduct these pay- 
ments in making out tax returns, re- 
garding them as business expenses. 
This applies to sums paid soldiers 
or sailors and men serving the gov- 
ernment at “a dollar a year.”

May 15 was reported today by the 
Treasury for the filing of returns of 
“information at the source,” judi- 
ciary returns, annual withholding 
returns, returns of partnership 
which are required to report on the 
calendar-year basis, and all other 
returns which are not the basis for 
the assessment of the tax. This does 
not apply to income or profits tax 
returns due March 15. 

The “information at the source” 
returns are required from all individ- 
uals or business firms which paid 
$1000 or more last year, to any per- 
son or concern for compensation, 
rent or pergonal service. To pre- 
pare these, many large employers of 
labor would have required to use 
large forces of clerks if the exten- 
sion from March 15 had not been 
granted. The “withholding returns” 
are made by interests for payments 
made or accrued, tn favor of aliens 
in 1918. 

Tax return forms for incomes of 
more than $5000 will be issued to- 
morrow by revenue collectors. Cor- 
poration income return forms and 
regulations covering them probably 
will not be available for another 


week.

ON FATS FORESEEN. 


EUROPEAN DEMAND FOR PORK 
PRODUOTS EXPECTED TO 
TAX OUR SUPPLY. 


(ATLANTIC CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
PARIS, Feb. 27.—The United 
States will be forced to place an 
embargo on the exportation of pork 
fats by next autumn. This is the 
opinion of those who are investigat- 
ing the food reliéf propositions in 
the war-ridden countries. Despite 


the vast resources of America. it is 
feared the colossal ehipment planned 
for relieving the fat shortage abroad 
cannot be kept up indefinitely, 
especially when the prices begin 
climbing in the United States. 

Certain warnings already have 
been voiced by French, British and 
Italian interests, because the pre- 
liminary peace treaty will contain 
clauses providing for the allotment 
of fats to Germany. The Allied 
Powers feel that if these is really 
a shortage of fats from America 
the enemy powers should suffer be- 
fore the friendly powers and an 
ample reserve should be maintained 
for them before Germany and 
Austria-Hungary are cared for. 

Thus far the Hoover commission, 
through gentlemen's agreement 
with the great Chicago packing in- 
dustry, has managed to keep the 
price of pork fats in America prac- 
tically unchanged despite the con- 
tinual drain through shipments to 
Lurope, 

However, it is realized even by 
the American food relief commis- 
sion that there is a limit every- 
thing and some con*®ern being 
felt now, as the British fat reserves‘ 
will be exhausted in less than six 
weeks hence, aid already new huge 
orders are being prepared for the 
shipment of consignments of fat to 
England. 

Both France and Italy are buying 
continually, only the shortage of 
tonnage restricting their imports, 
and Belgium and Serbia are entire- 
ly dependent. 

Food experts predict that Ameri- 
can producers soon will be insisting 
on radical advances in prices, so 
the packing industries will be forced 
to respond with a sharp therease to 
consumers, which, coupled with, the 
unemployment and the increasing 
cost of living, is sure to have a per- 
tain repercussion in America and 
cause dissatisfaction through the 
knowledge it is the foreign ship- 
ments which are responsible. 

The signing of the preliminary 
Peace and the simultaneous lifting 
of the blockade, it ig argued, will 
permit the Germans to enter the 
world markets and buy fats, for 
which thev are expected to offer 
fabulous prices for immediate de- 
livery. Unless that contingency is 
provided for the Alifed countrics 
may ®o short or be forced to ex- 
ceed the enemy offers. 

The Germans during the war In-

Final Adoption of Conference 
Report Expected Tolay.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—At the 
eleventh hour Secretary Daniels al- 
most upset the administration plan 


tor passing the ol] leasing bill at 


this session. This afternoon, while 
at the Capitol, President Wilson sent 
for Senators Pittman and Shafroth, 
and demanded to know the partic- 
ulars which caused the Secretary of 
the Navy to write a letter of pro- 
test against the limited protection 
given the three naval | reserves 
in the bill, Both Senators were 
emphatic if denying that the naval 
reserves were inadequately protect- 
ed against further depletion than 
wells already in existence. Appar- 
ently this satisfied the President, and 
after examining the bill, in its pres- 
ent form he seemed to think the 
Secretary of the Navy had objected 
under a misapprehension of the lan- 
guage in the bill. 

Today the House agreed to the 
conference réport as amended by 
eliminating the reference to Alaska, 
which wag stricken out on a point 
of order’raised by Senator La Fol- 
lette. An effort to bring the con- 
ference report up in the Senate for 
final action tonight was prevented 
by the long debate on the wheat 
price protection bill, which in all 
probability will not be completed 
until tomorrow. 

Senator Smoot of Utah and Sen- 
ator La Follette are still opposed to 
the oi] bill and will do everything 
they can to prevent Ne coming to a 
vote short of a ilibuster of great 
length. Senator Pittman, who is in 
charge of the bill, tonight believed 
that he would get the measure te a 
vote tomorrow, and that he had 
enough votes to secure the accept- 
ance of the conferees’ report. 

WILSON TO BIGN. 

President Wilson is expected to 
sign the bill immediately after pass- 
age in the Senate. 

Increased opposition resulted from 
Secretary Daniels’s letter objecting 
to the effect of the measure on the 
naval of] reserves in California and 
Wyoming, and this prevented the 
conference report from coming up 
for consideration tonight in the Sen- 
ate. 

Senator Pittman said he plans to 
present the report as soon as an Op- 
portunity permitted, but most sup- 
porters expressed doubt as to 
whether the measure would be 
enacted at this, session, 

Secretary Daniels’s letter was 
read to the Senate by Senator 
Swanson, chairman of the Naval 
Committee. Immediately Senator 
Pittman and Senator Shafroth of 

colorado, a member of the Senate 
Conference Committee, called on 
President Wilson, and asked that he 
use his influence with Secretary 
Daniels not to oppose the measure. 
Senator Shafroth tater conferred 
with the Naval Secretary. 

Immediately after the letter was 
read, Senators Pittman of Nevada 
and Shafroth of Colorado, members 
of the Senate Conference Committee, 
conferred with President Wilson, 
who was then in his room in the 
Capitol, requesting that he ask the 
Secretary to withdraw his opposition. 

DANIELS’S LETTER. 

“T understand,” sald the Secre- 
tary’s letter, “that a statement has 
been made by some members of 
Congress that the Attorney-Gene 
and the Secretary of the Navy favo 
the land legislation reported by the 
conference committee on public 
lands of the two houses. You know 
my position all the time has been 
that while not opposing the leasing 
bill, which I fayor, I have opposed 
incorporating any provision with 
reference to the naval reserves in 
such legislation. I do not favor the 
bill that has been agreed upan; I do 
not think it is gust to the govern- 
ment and, while it is better, so far 
as the naval reserves are concerned, 
than the original bill, my attitude is 
that the naval reserves ought not to 
be touched by legislation, but ought 
to be settied by the courts. 

“] did agree with the Attorney- 
Genera! and the Secretary of the In- 
terior upon a provision some time 
ago that would protect the naval 
reserves and would confer upon the 
President power to operate the go- 
ing wells. I did this because I did 
not wish to assume to be standing in 
the way of the passing of legislation 
of importance, which I favored, and 
I write you because I hope you will 
correct the impression that I have 
changed in my attitude. I believe 
that the naval interests require that 
whatever in the naval reserves be- 
longs to the navy by law should go 
to the navy, though the final matter 
should be settled by the courts, un- 
less the provision referred to, which 
the Attorney-General and myself

EPIDEMIC IN MOSCOW 
MAY CLOSE THEATERS. 


ACTORS AND SINGERS LEAVING 
WHENEVER POSSIBLE DE- 
SPITE REDS’ COERCION, 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.) 

WARSAW, Wednesday, Feb. 26. 
~The closing of thd opera houses 
and theaters owing to epidemics of 
various sicknesses is under consid- 
eration In Moscow and other cities 
of soviet Ruasia. The proposed 
measure is looked tpon here as an 
indication of the seriousness of the 
situation of the Soviet govetnment 
as amusement has been one of the 
strongest factors with which the 
Bolsheviki have retained the favor 
of the classes, especially the women. 

The actors and singers ently 
have become restive notwithstand- 
ing their fair treatment by the 
BolshevikL It its reported that 
Feodor Chaliapine has accepted an 
engagement in Kiev, hoping to use 
it as a means of escape from Petro- 

s‘donora, prima donna of 
the Marinsky Theater, is also seek- 
ing work elsewhere. Emily Crew- 
ford fied to Warsaw early in the 
winter, and Francis Helder recently 
arrived here, although she was of- 
fered a place to live in if she would 
stay in Moscow. When the au- 
thorities found that she was deter- 
mined to go, all sorts of obstacles 
were put in her way. The commis- 
sioner of passports pretended not to 
know her, and claimed that she was 
bourgeoise because her photograph 
showed her wearing a hat with 
plumes. 

In Moscow, it is reported, the ar- 
tists are discontented because of the 
suppression of their favorite opera, 
“The Life of the Czar.” M. Laun- 
acharsky. the nominal head of the 
department of art and amusements, 
has a difficult task in maintaining the 
singers, including Chaliapine, who 
early in the season frequently sang 
in Petrograd and directed many 
operas as they were given before the 
war. Public taste has lowered and 
the demand is for quantity rather 
than quality. Special concerts are 
held for the Red Guard Army, at 
which Nicholas Arloff plays the 
piano, and the tenor, Andriev, sings. 

The number of chief dance halls 
and cabareta haa been increased 
greatly by command of War Minis- 
ter Trotsky, whose dictum is “keep 
the people from thinking too much.” 
The singers are paid large sums, as 
much as 3000 to 6000 rubles for each 
performance. Their homes are free 
from requisitions. The singers are 
in the first rank of the first category 
of workers who must be fed, al- 
though others may starve. They are 
not obliged to stand in line to get 
food and clothes. Clubs have been 
organized in Petrograd and Moscow 
for the minor artists, where they eat 
well and cheaply.

Rescue tugs and the wrecking 
steamer, U. 8. Favorite, were main- 
tained at Brest for the purpose of 
assisting damaged vessels. 

One of the striking accomplish- 


ments of the navy in France wes 
the building of fifteen United States 
naval aviation stations along the 
French coast. These included sea- 
plane,. dirigible, and kite ‘ballodn 
stations, there being generally 
twenty-four seaplanes, two dirigibles 
or six kite balloons to a station. An 
aviation assembly and repair base 
accommodations for 6000 
men were established and also large 
machine shops at Pauillac on the 
Gironde River, and a station for 
training aviators was built at Mont- 
chic. Thesd@ stations were crected 
by our own men and Were com- 
pleted and operated within a period 
of ten months. 

A telephone and telegraph system 
was built for the navy along the 
French coast by the United States 
Signal Corps te connect naval and 
air stations. This involved the con- 
struction of 1600 miles of poles and 
wires,

It can be truly asserted that, 
should America withdraw its support en- 
tirely, the whole continent of Europe would 
politically collapse. 

Yet, even making for this 
prestige conferred on any man who in such 
crisis represents the Americesa people, 
President Wilson has achieved a unique 
and dramatic personal triumph in every 
foreign land wherein he has set hig foot. 


Wilson, the man, broke all 
crossed the ocean and came the evangel 
peace and restoration to the milliens broken 
and bent and weary from the curse and 
cruelty of war. He brought with him the 
genial optimism, the unafiected cheerful- 
ness, the spontaneous joy and confidence 
of a young and bappy democracy plunged 
for the first time into the turmoil and strife 
of an older and more artificial civilization. 
To the masses of Europe he wae a revela- 
tion in leadership. His manner was nat- 
ural, his enthusiasm almost boyish, his 
smile unaffected. In tiny cottages among 
the forests of the Apennines, in humble 
homes throughout Provencal France, in the 
room ef the grimy worker from many a 
crowded industrial center in large European 
cities, even on the walls of garrets in Bo- 
hemia and Hungary, they are hanging pic 
tures of Woodrow ‘Wilson—not’ the Presi- 
Gent of the United States an4 she plenipo- 


tentiary of the Peace Conference—but the ' 


Ameérican thrdugh whose ideals they see 
for the first time ag~hanece to realize long- 
crushed hopes and stifled ambitions. 

He came among statesmen on whwse 
faces the terrible grilling struggle of nearly 
five years had chiseled the lines of care and 
anxiety. He came to Europe with a joyous 
confidence in the justice and success of 


his cause, in brilliant contrast to the doubt 


and neardespair of those who had lived in 
daily contact with the firing line. He con- 
quéred the Old World with a smile. i 
We in America of course are more so- 
phisticated. His altruistic sentiments to us 
lack the charm of novelty. nor is the Amer- 
ican nation so easily stirred by the demo- 
cratic smile. We are more used to cheer- 
ful faces and buoyant optimism such as 
Woodrow Wilson has been distilling over 
the stricken fields of Europe.

OCTORING THE PRIMARY. 

While a number of bills amending Cal- 
ifornia’s notoriously-complex and unfair di- 
rect primary law have been introduced at 
Sacramento, there is smail prospect of- 
fered by any of them for a reiurn to Re. 
publican simplicity which placed the selec- 
tion of candidates and platforms and the 
conduct of campaigns in the hands of the 
The present primary law has made 
the State a paradise for politicians and un- 
scrupulous bosses, and almost a purgatory 
for the bonest voter and the poor but hon- 
est aspirant for office. 

Most interest naturally centers about the 
“administration” primary bill, 
by Senator Breed; for the administration 
probably controls enough votes in the Sen- 
ate to block any bill not to its liking— 
certainly enough to prevent the passage of 
a bill over the Governor's veto. The amend- 
megts this bill proposes to the present law 
are so infinitesimal that they can be de 
tected only by use of a magnifying glass. 
It is a characteristic office-holders’ bill and 
signifies the intention of the State machine 
to preserve at all costs the primary me- 
chinery by which it controls the State gov- 
ernment. The only real change discernt- 
ble is a clause which permite the State 
Central Committee to Ol! a vacancy in nom- 
inations for a State office in case the prt- 
mary candidate ig disqualified. This ts a 
slight conciliation to public opinion, occa- 
‘sioned by the storm of indignation awak- 
ened last yeat when the Democratic party 
was deprived of thé privilege of naming « 
candidate for Governor. 

All the vicious features of the present 
primary law are waintained. A candidate 
is permitted to seek the nomination of all 
parties and run on all tickets. 
plicated machinery makes it almost impos- 
sible for a candidate for a State office to 
win a nomination unless he or the inter- 
ests supporting are able and willing to 
spend anywhere from ten to a hundred 
times the amount of salary involved. Can- 
didates nominate themeelves, 
party platform after they are nominated, 
and conduct the campaign. The member- 
ship of the party, outside the office-holders 
and professional politicians, has nothing to 
do with it. In place of putting the nom- 
inations in the hands of the people the law 
acts as a barrier against the public will, 
which the voters have not been able to 
force. It is a personification of “The peo- 
ple be damned.” 

Senator Irwin has presented a bill which 
represents the forlorn hope of the Demo- 
crats. The main amendment which he pro- 
“No person shall be entitled to 
become a candidate for more than one po- 
litical party or for more than one political 
office.” This is offered to replace the pro- 
vision in the administration bill that “Noth- 
ing in this act shall be construed to limit 
the rights of any person to become the 
candidate of more than one political party 
for the same office.” Senator Irwin's 
amendment would repeal one of the most 
vicious provisions of the present law; end 
for that reason tt will be fought by the 
administration to the last ditch. Some of 
the most brazen political frauds In the his 
tory of the State have been perpetrated 
by one candidate running on many tickets. 

Senator Rominger has introduced a Dill 
which is commendable because it marks 
a tendenty to return to a convention form 
His bill gives to the 
electors the privilege of voting either for 
a candidate, direct, in the primary or for 
delegates to a nominating convention, but 
While this »ill would not 
simplify the present complicated primary 
machinery, it would offer a fair opportunity 
to test the merits of the two forms of nom- 
ination.

the present primary law gives to the bosses 
and machine in power. 

Some of the provisions of the administra- 
tion bill disclose that it is a trick measure 
to thwart the public will and contro! nonm- 
inations. It forbids the nomination of can- 
didates for State office under any form but 
self-nomination and the direct primary; 
but it denies the right to the electorate to 
nominate Presidential electors. That right 
is reserved to the candidates nominated 
for State office, candidates who have noth- 
ing whatever to do with national elections. 
If the direct primary form of nomination 
for State offices is a good thing, why not 
for Presidential electors? Conversely, if 
Presidential electors can be nominated only 
by a conven why not candidates for 
State office? No extra expense would be 
entailed if the electors voting for State 
candidates in the August primaries in Presi- 
Gential year voted for Presidential elector 
at the same time. Why the discrimination? 
The answer is plain. The bosses of the 
State machine themselves admit that elec. 
tors nominated at a direct primary would 
not represent the sentiment of the party 
as a whole and would not form the strong- 
est ticket that could be placed in the field. 
They recognize the fact that weighing and 
sifting is necessary to choose Presidential 
electors; but they deny it In selecting State 
candidates. 

The whole administration bill is a clever 
political device to perpetuate the rule of 
the forty fat commissions. It is probably 
impossible to eliminate all the vicious fea- 
tures in the law at the present session of 
the State Legislature; the hold of the State 
bosses bas been shaken, but not broken, 
and by seeking too much nothing will be 
obtained. “Facts are stubborn things,” and 
it is a fact that the State machine controls. 
the Senate. It may be possible, however, 
for an aroused public sentiment to secure 
a modification of the present law by offer- 
ing alternate forms, as proposed in the 
Rominger bill. 


GOVERNMENT OPERATION. 


We know from the record made with the 
railroads and wires what to expect ff the 
government should operate ships. The re- 
sult has been higher rates and worse serv- 
ice. There was some excuse while troops 
and munitions were moved in immense vol- 
ume, and the peovle were patient. Troops 
are now moving in diminished number for 
demobilization end munitions no ionger 
choke Atlantic terminals, bet improvement 
does not appear. On the pretense that war 
wages require it, railroad rates have been 
enormously increased, but the roads made 
a loss of $200,000,000 last year and Con- 
gress is asked for $750,000,000 to make good 
this loss and to put the run-down roads in 
working order. Postmaster-General Burle- 
son hag raised wages on the wire systems 
and is raising telephone rates in defiance 
of State laws In a desperate effort to avoid 
another deficit. Those precedents do not 
offer any encouragement to pursue the same 
policy with sbips.—[Portland Oregonian.
